EDITORIAL: An action campaign for official recognition?^ Stephen Twine 

I recently read through the December 1977 issue of NORTHERN UFO NEWS, and this 
brought to mind a few points. 

In the editorial it is said that,"Efforts, in the past that have petitioned the 
government to do something about the UFO problem have been fruitless...W. It 
strikes me that more attention ought to be paid to the matter of bringing 
pressure to bear on the government,With interest in the phenomenon at a peak 
due to CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE THIRD KIND we would be foolish not to take full 
advantage of this •pportunity, * 

Perhaps now is the time f*r ufo grott£*££o set up some kind of 'UFO TruthA 
Association',or pressure group,to make the general public 9 .ware of the issues 
involved and pointing out the unsatisfactory approach of past governments to 
the problem.Given enough unity,organisation and publicity such an association 
would surely enable much greater pressure to be applied by the general public. 

The editorial, also suggested that~we'send one fully documented high strangeness 
uase to our local MPs,informing them also of the statement made in 1974 by the 
French Minister *f Defence and the subsequent official investigation by the 
French government into a problem they have openly admited is real and unexplained. 
Most MPs are probably unaware of this (and presumably the recent similar 
admission by the Spanish Government.. .Editor) 

People involved in UFO work presumably want to know the truth about them (be 
it good or bad,exotic or mundane..Editor),therefore we must get to the stage 
where we can demand to know what the government knows about them.We KNOW that 
UFOs are worthy of intensive study,but we must inform the public to such an 
extent that the government are forced to alter their approach.Gov&mments have 
come and gone,and only the lack of pressure has ment that their views have 
remained unchanged (at least publically) for a quarter of a century. 

A UFO pressure group should be set up by all interested people with the specific 
aim of a public relations involvement and encouragement of pressure by means 
of letters to Prime Ministers,Home Secretaries,Ministers of Defence and MPs. 

Alsp the national media should be expboited to bring the matter out into the 
open.We could even go to the-stage og postering,leafleting,petitioning etc. 

If such steps are not tagen eventually we shall probably never know the truth. 
Such a campaign must be continuous and moderate in tone (ie not cultist or 
'fanatical).It needs a special organisation to be formed if it is to succeed. 

At the very worst we will make more people.aware of the UFO phenomenon and its 
implications - and that cannot, be a bad thing can it?

The group dates back to the mid 1960's (the third oldest participant in the 
NUFON system),It was originally formulated as a BUFORA branch,and operated for 
many years as this under the auspices of Paul Gregory, In 1975 the branch 
organised the first BUFORA conference at Hanley,Stoke on Trent and were in the 
forefront of UK ufology with Roger Stanway and Tony Pace involved,Then came a 
split,caused in the main by the departure of Paul Gregory but due to some 
internal pressures concerning the BUFORA link also.The group was renamed UFORA 
Staffs (the B for British simply being dropped) and the former wide ranging 
investigation zone (covering most of the Midlands) narrowed down to Staffordshire 
and parts of West Midlands oounty.A policy change at the heart of the group also 
saw sweeping changes,There was a restriction placed on membership,Only ACTIVE 
people were allowed to join and investigation and research became more intense. 
The scope was also widened to include paranormal phenomenon of a more psychic 
nature owing to their possible relevance to UFOs. In 1977 three of the group 
became UFOIN investigators,and one of the team holds a pilots licence. Group

The sky was cloudless.Suddenly he noticed two very bright stars side by side 0 He 
realised this was unusual,but then they suddenly flieked off together and after 
a few minutes no other stsrs were 'obscurreed'.Winding the window down he made 
sure there was no cloud.Then he wound it up again and fixed the position,IO /15 
minutes later they appeared again in the same spot and blinked out aftera minute 
or so,There was no sound and no source for stray reflections.As they disappeared 
this time a faint fuzzy glow appeared in the spot and accelerated towards him 
growing brighter.lt passed overhead as a cigar shape with short stubby wings 
glowing very bright and streaked out to sea,It then made an incredible angled 
turn upwards and disappeared in a pin point of light within seconds.

being in view two minutes.Cloudy,breezy with moon and stars visible.

Mrs Buckley,a housewife,saw a strange object to the SE through her kitchen 
window.lt was bright and roughly round,although hazy,with two dark patches at 
each side giving it a Saturn like appearance.lt was the apparant size ofaa 
tennis ball at arms length and was in view 4 seconds fading as it moved to 
the N E,It remained near ground level.Cloudy,cold with a breeze.

In the April issue we featured reports,from HAPI on several phenomenon that 
were observed in Leicestershire.UAPROL have come up with some cooberative stories 
six of which form the basis for this report.Thanks to John Cole and Trevor 
Thornton for correlating these .A Mr Howe observed an orange ball in the SS of 
Leicester from a very high point.lt then changed, into a large cigar with two 
steady red and one blue/green light.lt was in view an hour. B Mrs Eld san three 
lights in a triangle coloured white,red and yellow at 88 degrees elevation in 
the SB.They were steady and in view five minutes.This took place at 19ol0 

Towards the close of sighting A, C 
Miss Bott looking East saw two red and 
one white light,stationary and steady. 

A minute later they moved slowly north 
then moved back south dearly in- a 
triangle.lt hovered over a road and the 
witness walked under it,estimating its 
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size as just 3 feet.After 25 minutes observation it moved off towards Hinckley.

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SHAPE CHANGING UFO AT THE RECTORY 

7848 March 18 1978 early AM Borley,Essex M: J C MUFORA S6 

Whilst outside our normal area (though witnessed by northern people) this is a 
most intriguing story.Five people were at the site of Borley Rectory,which was 
formerly reputed to be the most haunted residence in Britain before it burnt 
down.A strange star,moving erratically,was observed by one man low on the horizon 
They all crossed fields towards it and it resolved into an orange dragonfly 
shape.Believing this was what it was they were.amaged,when it began to change 
into a flattened oval,turning more cream in colour.Then it split in two - although 
both ovals were the same size as the origina'l.Then the lower one vanished and 
the whole thing deepened to an orange colcbur and grew to the size of the full 
moon with the top left hand corner missing.The whole thing was moving up and 
down.One man tried to take a photograph but the film had been put in the camera 
incorrectly and this failed.In fact he had to leave the scene,his hands covered 
in photographic jelly.The object now turned into a cone and then just vanished. 

It had been in view 15/20 minutes. All witnesses were suprised as they had gone 
looking for ghosts - not UFOsi However,it illustrates the unity of the'paranormal 
and one camot help remembering that between H o 30pm the previous night and about 
00.30 the same morning at that other 'ley' Risley,Cheshire Ken Edwards had had 
his CE4 experience with entities,time loss,EM and physiological effects! Perhaps 
there is a link.

Mrs Coxx was walking to the chip shop when she caught sight of a white light with 
smaller white lights in a semicircle underneath.lt was 30 degree elevation and 
headed NW.It was obscurred by houses.She came out of the chip shop about one 
minute Jater and saw the object to the NE at 20 degree elevation following the 
same course.After a minute it was again obscurred by houses.Walking home she 
caught sight again in the N heading NNE at elevation 12 degrees. Clear,strry night.

Readers may recall the observation mentioned*in brief last month (7845) made by 
the editor from Irlam, This was passed off as a helicopter - but now we have a 
report from 60 miles SE of Irlam of an object seen heading very slowly N¥ two 
hours earlier. There were four witnesses,including a nurse.She watched for 50 
minutes as the amber coloured oval 
the size of a golf ball at arms 
length moved very slowly,stopping 
on occasion for some minutes.W ten 
it stopped it gave off beams of light in an arrowhead fashion,rotated slightly 
and then moved off.At 20.55 it stopped for the final time low on the horizon; 

It remained until 21,10 when it rotated and gave off the beams of light again

for 15 seconds before accelerating away eastwards very fastoThe witnesses had 
got out of the car,but they returned and tried to chase the object but it was
